Navy details 
impact of 
Guam move

TOKYO — It’s 8,600 Marines, 
not 8,000, moving to Guam. 

That doesn’t count the esti- 
mated 9,000 sailors and Marines 
expected to visit the island for an 
average of two months each year. 

And when construction, mov- 
ing and hiring really get cranking 
in 2014 under the U.S. military’s 
plan to expand its bases in Guam, 
an estimated 80,000 people will 
temporarily flood the island, al- 
most doubling the current popu- 
lation, according to a Navy report 
released Friday detailing the pos- 
sible effects of the buildup. 

The massive report comes 
more than three years after the 
United States and Japan agreed 
to move the III Marine Expedi- 
tionary Force.

Former soldiers founder while Army drags on stop-loss pay

Carleton King says the Army still owes him 
$500 for each of the 18 months he was stop- 
lossed from November 2007 to May 2009. 

Right now, he is getting by on $400 a week 
in unemployment benefits as he looks for work 
with police departments in the Washington, 
D.C., area. His wife is living with her sister 
in Arizona and his step-son is living with his 
father in Hawaii. 

“T just need that money from the Army that 
they owe me to pretty much get my feet back 
on the ground, that’s pretty much the reason I 
need that, for me, my wife and my son,” King 
said on Friday. 

The Army recently told about 3,100 peo- 
ple, including King, that their Social Secu- 
rity numbers are not on the master list of all 
known stop-lossed soldiers. Their applications 
for the promised compensation pay have been 
referred to case managers, delaying indefi- 
nitely the arrival of extra money that many 
former soldiers have been counting on since 
learning of the compensation program. 

“T just don’t get what they’re doing,” he 
said. “I’m obligated to get [the money]. I 
have paperwork that says I’m eligible to get 
it, but they’re not executing on what they’re 
saying.” 

Maj. Roy Whitley, project manager for the 
compensation program, said there is no pay-

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ment schedule in place and could not say how 
long the entire process will take. 

“Since not one payment has been made by 
[Defense Finance and Accounting Service], 
it’s virtually impossible to put a number out 
there that would give anybody a credible date 
or time,” he said 

Freddy Cordova, who was stop-lossed for 
more than seven months, was also told he 
wasn’t on the master list. 

“T knew it wasn’t going to be easy,” he said 
on Friday. “I kind of expected it. I knew any- 
thing in the Army takes its sweet time.” 

Still, he had hoped to use the money to get 
an apartment for him and his wife, who is five 
months pregnant. Now they are reassessing 
whether or not they can move. 

“It’s not a step forward, it’s a step back- 
wards,” he said. 

Cordova has not been able to find a point 
person within the Army to take his complaint 
or let him know the status of his application. 

“T just want to be reassured they’re not as 
[messed] up as the VA is with the GI Bill,” 
Cordova said. 

Chris Krussell, too, is frustrated by the lack 
of information, what he calls the most frus- 
trating part of the application process. 

Krussell said he was held under stop-loss for 
17 months beginning in November 2003, but 
the Army recently told him they don’t agree 
with how long he claims he was stop-lossed. 

“The e-mail I got says, ‘Your dates don’t 


match up; it’s going to be given to a case man- 
ager.’ It doesn’t give a time line,” he said. 

Whitley said similar problems are popping 
up with as many as 80 percent of the applica- 
tions that have been filed. 

But Krussell had already factored the 
money into his budget. 

“Once the president signs it into law that you 
are going to get paid $500 for every month you 
were held under stop-loss and you know you 
were stop-lossed — in my case for 17 months 
— that becomes real, and as much as you try 
not to budget that money, it becomes part of 
the money coming in,” he said. 

For him, going from the prospect of civilian 
life to the war zone was jarring. 

He was at the very end of out-processing in 
Germany, expecting to go back to the States 
and spend more time with his son, when he 
got word that he would deploy with his unit 
to Iraq. 

“Its difficult to call up say, ‘Hey Ill be on 
a plane in a week, and then call him up on 
Monday and say, ‘I can’t tell you why but ’m 
probably not going to see you for another year, 
year and a half,’ Krussell said. 

On top of that, he had already lined up a job 
and a place to live. 

“Being stop-lossed is a life-changing expe- 
rience,” he said.

HEIDELBERG, Germany — 
The already high-profile military 
trial of Army psychiatrist Maj. 
Nidal Malik Hasan could become 
yet more complex and politically 
charged if he faces a 14th murder 
count. 

Two U.S. senators and an anti- 
abortion group have urged that 
Hasan be charged with the mur- 
der of a fetus that died along with 
its mother in the shootings at Fort 
Hood this month, a young woman 
just back from Iraq and six weeks 
pregnant: Pvt. Francheska Velez. 

“Both federal law and the Uni- 
form Code of Military Justice 
allow for a murder charge when 
a person causes the death of an 
unborn child,” Sen. Jim Risch, R- 
Idaho, told the Idaho State Jour- 
nal. “It is important for this child 
to have justice and for recognition 
that this family suffered two deaths 
in this senseless rampage.” 

Whether Hasan will be charged 
with the fetal death is unknown. 

“All evidence from the investi- 
gation is currently under review 
and no decision has been made re- 
garding the preferral of additional 
charges at this time,” Fort Hood 
officials said in a statement. 

But the Army has never suc- 
cessfully prosecuted such a case. 

Only one other death of an un- 
born child case has ever been 
filed, in 2007, and those charges 
were dismissed, according to 
the U.S. Army Court of Criminal 
Appeals. 

The Air Force is thought to have 
had the first successful such pros- 
ecution. In May, an airman was 
convicted of attempting to kill an 
unborn child in a case in which 
the airman poisoned his wife to 
force a miscarriage. He had been 
charged, though, with killing an 
unborn child. 

The Uniform Code of Military 
Justice added the crime in con- 
nection with a 2004 federal law 
that for the first time made it a 
separate offense to harm the fetus 
in a federal crime committed 
against a pregnant woman. 

The controversial federal law, 
the Unborn Victims of Violence 
Act, amended the UCMJ by add- 
ing Article 119a. The article 
makes killing or injuring a fetus 
a separate crime in addition to the 
murder, manslaughter, robbery, 
maiming, arson or assault of the 
mother. 

In two widely publicized cases 
involving troops accused of mur- 
dering pregnant women, neither 
defendant has been charged with

fetal homicide, even though both 
victims, also military members, 
were in their third trimesters. 

Marine Cpl. Cesar Laurean, ac- 
cused of killing Lance Cpl. Maria 
Lauterbach, then eight months 
pregnant, in 2007, and Army Set. 
Edgar Patino, accused of killing 
Spc. Megan Touma in 2008, who 
was seven-months pregnant with 
his child, are awaiting trial in 
North Carolina civilian courts. 
Both are charged with one count 
of first-degree murder. 

North Carolina is one of about 
15 states that does not have a fetal 
homicide law. 

Most murder cases are pros- 
ecuted in state courts, including 
those involving military members 
whose charged crimes occurred 
off base. 

Just as the federal fetal homi- 
cide law does, the UCMJ’s Article 
119a recognizes the earliest stag- 
es of prenatal development — a 
zygote or fertilized egg — as wor- 
thy of the same legal protection as 
its mother. It defines the fetus as 
“a child in utero” and a “member 
of the species homo sapiens, at 
any stage of development, who is 
carried in the womb.” 

The punishment for that sepa- 
rate offense is “the same as the 
punishment ... had that injury 
or death occurred to the unborn 


child’s mother,” the law says, al- 
though the death penalty is speci- 
fied as not permissible. 

Further, the law says that such 
prosecutions need no proof that 
a defendant knew or should have 
known that a woman was preg- 
nant or that the defendant intend- 
ed to harm the fetus. 

The law’s proponents say the 
objective was to establish in 
criminal law that a fetus killed 
or injured in an assault was just 
as much a victim as its expectant 
mother, and that it would protect 
pregnant women from assault. 

But opponents said it was a 
back-door way to provide “per- 
sonhood” to fetuses and so erode 
abortion rights. 

“The purpose of ‘personifying 
the fetus, of course, is to set up an 
inevitable conflict, conceptually 
and legally, between a woman’s 
right to choose abortion, as de- 
fined by the court in Roe v. Wade, 
and a fetus’s ‘right to life,’ ” accord- 
ing to a public policy report by the 
Guttmacher Institute, a nonprofit 
organization that researches re- 
productive health issues and sup- 
ports abortion rights. 

By “labeling the fetus even 
in its earliest stages an ‘unborn 
child’ in the Unborn Victims of 
Violence Act, anti-abortion strat- 


egists are seeking to lay critical 
groundwork for Roe’s eventual 
demise,” the report said. 

Of the 35 states that have en- 
acted fetal homicide laws, 25 
make it a separate crime to harm 
a fetus starting at conception; 10 
other states have varying require- 
ments, such as fetal viability or 
after “quickening” or movement 
in the womb. The state laws have 
been upheld on appeal. 

All fetal homicide laws specify 
that a pregnant woman may not 
be prosecuted for having an abor- 
tion or somehow harming her own 
fetus. But the National Advocates 
for Pregnant Women say that 
some states have used those laws 
declaring the fetus a child to pros- 
ecute women for “child abuse” if 
they used drugs or alcohol while 
pregnant. 

So prosecuting Hasan under 
119a would add another layer of 
complexity and politics in an al- 
ready big, emotionally fraught 
case. 

“It’s a political issue, it was a 
political hot potato then, and po- 
tentially still is,’ wrote Philip 
Cave, a former Navy lawyer now 
in private practice on his Web 
site, court-martial.com. 

“He’s got 13 murder raps on 
him. Why complicate the issue?”

Hasan placed in 
pretrial holding 


SAN ANTONIO — The 
Army psychiatrist charged 
in one of the worst mass 
shootings on a U.S. mili- 
tary base has been placed 
in pretrial confinement but 
will remain in a military 
hospital. 

A military magistrate 
made that decision Satur- 
day during a hearing in 
Maj. Nidal Malik Hasan’s 
hospital room at a San An- 
tonio military hospital. It’s 
where Hasan’s been re- 
covering since the Nov. 5 
shooting at Fort Hood. 

Hasan’s civilian attor- 
ney John Galligan says he’s 
concerned about where 
Hasan will be moved once 
he’s released from the hos- 
pital, but he doesn’t know 
when that will happen. He 
says Hasan is paralyzed 
and still in ICU.

Last month, a U.S. federal dis- 
trict court judge in New Mexico 
granted motions to reschedule a 
trial in what is believed to be the 
first federal UVVA case, the kill- 
ing of a pregnant woman by her 
boyfriend that occurred on a Na- 
vajo reservation in December. 

The lawyers needed more time, 
the judge agreed, because the in- 
dictment “raises novel questions 
of law .... The constitutional issues 
arising from this prosecution are 
indeed unusual and complex.” 

In May, an airman at Elmen- 
dorf Air Force Base in Alaska 
became what’s believed to be the 
first military defendant convicted 
under Article 119a. 

Airman 1st Class Scott Boie was 
convicted of assault and attempt- 
ing to kill an unborn child after 
lacing his pregnant wife’s food 
with an ulcer drug known to cause 
miscarriages, and she miscarried, 
according to news reports. 

The military jury acquitted him 
of killing an unborn child. 

He was sentenced to nearly 10 
years in prison. So far, there has 
been no appeal, said the clerk 
of the U.S. Air Force Court of 
Appeals.

Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee Chairman Carl Levin, 
D-Mich., said Friday he would 
investigate the handling of the e- 
mails and why military officials 
were not aware of them before 
the deadly attack.

Bits and pieces of Hasan’s com- 
munications with al-Awlaki have 
become public since the Fort 
Hood shooting, but the sources 


provided the most comprehensive 
look at messages, which will help 
investigators determine whether 
Hasan was motivated by psycho- 
logical deterioration or inspired 
by radical religious views he 
found online and through e-mail 
exchanges with al-Awlaki. 
Lawmakers and counterterror- 
ism experts questioned why no 
one in the government interceded 
earlier given al-Awlaki’s history 
and Hasan’s military position. 
The disclosures came as inves- 
tigators in the FBI and the Army’s 
Criminal Investigation Division 
continue to interview witnesses 


and execute search warrants 
in and around the Army’s larg- 
est base in Killeen, Texas, and 
elsewhere. 

Last week Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates launched a de- 
partmentwide review to identify 
servicemembers who may pose 
a threat and to examine how the 
Pentagon responds to violence at 
its facilities. 

The FBI obtained the e-mails 
pursuant to court-ordered wire- 
taps, according to a former intel- 
ligence official. 

To date, investigators have not 
unearthed evidence that Hasan 


sent money to charities with 
strong or suspicious ties to Is- 
lamist militant groups, but they 
are continuing to probe his finan- 
cial dealings as one aspect of a 
many-pronged case, other sourc- 
es cautioned. 

Several current and former 
investigators who handle high- 
profile cases said that not citing 
terrorism as a possible motiva- 
tion for Hasan at this stage may 
simply be a function of the legal 
standards imposed by pros- 
ecutors preparing the search 
applications. 
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Are the service academies too uniform? 


Lawmakers with most minority constituents nominate fewest for military colleges

ANNAPOLIS, Md. — As U.S. 
military academies try to recruit 
more minorities, they aren’t get- 
ting much help from members of 
Congress from big-city districts 
with large numbers of blacks, 
Hispanics and Asians. 

From New York to Chicago to 
Los Angeles, lawmakers from 
heavily minority areas rank at or 
near the bottom in the number of 
students they have nominated for 
appointment to West Point, the 
U.S. Naval Academy or the U.S. 
Air Force Academy, according to 
an Associated Press review of re- 
cords from the past five years. 

High school students applying 
to the academies must be nomi- 
nated by a member of Congress 
or another high-ranking federal 
official. Congressional nomina- 
tions account for about 75 percent 
of all students at the academies. 

Academy records show that 
lawmakers in roughly half of the 
435 House districts nominated 
more than 100 students each dur- 
ing the five-year period. 

But Rep. Nydia Velazquez of

by doing such things as visiting 
schools. 

The academies have _ ap- 
proached dozens of members of 
the Congressional Black Caucus 
and the Congressional Hispanic 
Caucus to discuss attracting 
more minority students. 

Also, the military recently 
put together a how-to booklet on 
minority recruiting and sent it 
to all congressional offices, said 
Charles Garcia, chairman of the 
Air Force Academy’s board of 
visitors. 

In addition, the Air Force 
Academy has begun flying in 
congressional staff members 
from districts with few minority 
nominations for lessons on re- 
cruiting, Garcia said. 

“We train them on ‘Here are 
the things other districts have 
done that is successful,” he said. 
“We are hopeful that will have a 
huge impact going forward.” 

The academies can cite some 
recent progress. The freshman 
class of 1,230 at the Naval Acad- 
emy in Annapolis, Md., includes 
435 students who are black, 
Hispanic, Asian American, Na- 
tive American or part of another 


New York City, chairwoman of the 
Congressional Hispanic Caucus, 
nominated only four students, the 
lowest among House members 
who served the entire five-year 
period. Rep. Charles Rangel, 
whose New York City district in- 
cludes Harlem, was second-low- 
est, with eight nominations. And 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi, 
whose San Francisco district is 
29 percent Asian, was also near 
the bottom, with 19. 

In fact, the bottom 20 House 
members were all from districts 
where whites make up less than 
a majority. 

“It’s beyond my imagination 
how someone that has the ability 
to nominate doesn’t do it,” Craig 
Duchossois said last December

academic preparation from their 
struggling schools, they are un- 
aware of the opportunity, or they 
are uninterested.

House members are limited to 
nominating students in their dis- 
tricts. Lawmakers can have five 
students from their districts at 
each academy at a time, and they 
can nominate up to 10 students 
for each vacant seat. 


Pilot: Determined young aviator sees the sky as no limit

Colin has 43 hours of flying time and 
is weeks away from obtaining a private 
pilot’s license. The journey has taken more 
than a year. 

“Young black men aren’t limited to 
basketball or being a rapper,” Colin said. 
“Basketball is a game. Flying is a career 
choice. It’s something I wanted to do for 
the rest of my life.” 

On a sunny Sunday afternoon in Octo- 
ber, Colin folds his lanky 6-foot-2 frame 
into the family minivan for the 45-minute 
ride from their home to Prince George’s 
County, Md., for the day’s flying lesson. 

At the field, Colin and his mother go 
over the day’s lessons with his instructor: 
understanding the performance charac- 
teristics of the airplane, managing power, 
controlling airspeed with pitch. The ses- 
sion will involve steep turns and stalls in a 
practice area in Waldorf, near the Potomac 
River. 

First, Colin has to check out the air- 
plane: a 27-year-old Cessna 172 Skyhawk. 
He runs his finger along the propeller 
blades, checks the oil level and looks for 


dings or nicks on the wings. He looks over 
the flaps and the airbrakes. Once inside 
with the instructor, he fiddles for the right 
key and starts up the plane. Minutes later, 
he’s heading for the runway, talking to air 
traffic controllers: “Potomac Tower, this is 
511236 rolling to runway 2-4.” 

As an avid video game-playing eighth- 
grader, Colin began to wonder if being a 
fighter pilot could be a real job. He called 
up the Air Force Web site to check the re- 
quirements. “That’s when I knew I wanted 
to do this,” he said. “I just grabbed more 
and more information.” 

Linda Banks, a project manager at Ve- 
rizon and a single mother, began to hunt 
for information, too. “Once he told me he 
wanted to be in the Air Force — once I 
stopped crying — I looked at different ac- 
tivities for the Air Force.” 

One of the activities she found was Air 
Force Day at the National Air and Space 
Museum’s Steven F. Udvar-Hazy Center, 
near Dulles International Airport. One 
of the panels featured Tuskegee Airmen, 
the pioneering black World War II pilots 
who battled segregation. Sensing prom- 
ise in Colin, a volunteer encouraged him 


to try out Tuskegee’s Youth in Aviation 
program. 

Hundreds of black children in the Unit- 
ed States are exposed to aviation careers 
every year. Still, only a handful of students 
each year show sustained interest in be- 
coming pilots, organizers say. 

Students appear to be discouraged by the 
financial dynamics of the profession, they 
say. Training for a private pilot’s license, 
the first step for many aspiring aviators, 
costs thousands of dollars. A private col- 
lege education that focuses on aviation can 
leave a graduate burdened with $100,000 
in debt. 

Colin joined the Tuskegee program, 
maintaining an interest as peers grew 
bored of aviation museums and stories of 
Kitty Hawk. He attended a 10-week Tuske- 
gee ground school and passed a rigorous 
federal written exam. 

Others’ lack of interest has proved a 
boon to Colin’s piloting dreams. The Youth 
in Aviation program has spent more than 
$6,000 teaching Colin how to fly. Still, he 
faces long odds. His next hurdle is winning 
a commission to the U.S. Air Force Acad- 
emy, which involves securing an official 


nomination from his U.S. representative, 
Democrat Gerald E. Connolly, from one 
of Virginia’s two U.S. senators or the vice 
president’s office. 

Between 9,000 and 10,000 people apply 
each year, but only 1,300 are offered ad- 
mission, said David Cannon, the academy’s 
director of communications. Currently, 241 
of the academy’s 4,544 students are black 
and 923 are women, according to academy 
statistics. 

Between 1987 and 2009, the academy 
graduated 7,451 cadets who went on to at- 
tend the Air Force’s pilot training; 333, or 
4.4 percent, were black, according to the 
academy’s statistics. 

Colin’s flight experience will help if 
he makes it into a military flight train- 
ing program, according to Nelson Evans, 
co-chairman of Tuskegee’s local Youth in 
Aviation program. He said many people 
with the potential to become black military 
pilots are at a disadvantage because they 
lack cockpit experience. 

“To be a Navy or Air Force pilot and be 
black is not easy,” said Evans, a bank man- 
ager who holds a private pilot’s license. 
“Tt’s probably easier to be in the NFL.” 
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Evidence points to soldier in fatal crash

YOMITAN, Okinawa — Faced with such 
evidence as blood and hair found on the 
damaged front end of a car he drove Nov. 
7, a U.S. soldier has admitted he may have 
been involved in a fatal hit-and-run, his 
Japanese lawyer said. 

But the staff sergeant continues to claim 
he stopped his car after he hit something 
while driving home about 4:40 a.m., but 
saw nothing when he got out of the car to 
inspect the damage, attorney Toshimitsu 


Takaesu said. 

And that very well could be, said an 
American minister who was flagged down 
while jogging along the village road nearly 
13 hours later. 

“I was jogging home when an elderly 
Okinawa couple waved me over to where 
they were standing,” said Jason Sorley, a 
pastor at the nearby Okinawa Christian 
School International, in a telephone inter- 
view. “They were pointing at two white 
shoes sticking out of the bushes.” 

Upon closer inspection, Sorley saw an el- 
derly man, dressed in dark clothing, lying 
in the heavy vegetation. 


“It was well concealed,” he said. “I prob- 
ably would not have noticed had they not 
stopped me.” 

Takaesu said his client believed he had 
hit an overhanging tree branch. But Sorley 
said there are no large trees in the area. 

The next morning, the soldier took the 
white sedan to a body shop in the nearby 
town of Kadena. An Okinawa policeman 
saw the car parked there in the afternoon 
and remarked about how serious the dam- 
age appeared. The front end was dented 
and the windshield shattered. 

Blood and hair samples taken from the 
car later matched the victim, Okinawa po- 


lice reported. 

After a week of questioning by Okinawa 
police, the soldier decided to refrain from 
any further meetings until police would 
agree to videotape the questioning. He 
claims a statement he made to them early 
in the investigation was mistranslated. 

He is restricted to Torii Station during 
the police investigation. 

Okinawa police said they are treating 
the case as vehicle manslaughter and leav- 
ing the scene of an accident.

Judge: Former AF nurse 
didn’t kill patients 


SAN ANTONIO — A military 
judge has found a former Air 
Force nurse accused of killing 
three terminally ill patients not 
guilty of murder. 

Capt. Michael Fontana was ac- 
cused of administering excessive 
dosages of painkillers to speed 
the patients’ deaths. 

Presiding over the court mar- 
tial Saturday, Col. William Burd 
said Fontana was not guilty on all 
counts. 

Speaking after the ruling, Fon- 
tana said he never regretted the 
treatment that he gave and that he 
hopes he can return to nursing. 

Fontana has been in the Air 
Force since 2006 and served a 
tour in Iraq in 2007. He worked as 
an intensive care nurse at Wilford 
Hall, which primarily serves mil- 
itary personnel and retirees but 
provides emergency and trauma 
care to some civilians.

Details: Buildup would bring thousands to island

The troop movement, from Oki- 
nawa to Guam, is part of a strat- 
egy to decrease troops in Japan 
and bolster the U.S.-controlled 
island in the Pacific. 

While that agreement has come 
under scrutiny by a newly elected 
government in Japan, U.S. mili- 
tary officials say they are moving 
forward with the estimated $10.3 
billion project. 

Friday’s release of the envi- 
ronmental impact statement con- 
tains thousands of pages listing 
options about where the military 
wants to put the Marines, a new 
Army air defense unit and an ex- 
panded berth for visiting aircraft 
carriers within the island’s Apra 
Harbor port. 

It also includes details about 
transforming existing training 
space on Tinian, an island in 
the Commonwealth of Northern 
Marina Islands. The expansion 
would support company- and bat- 
talion-level live-fire ranges. 

Most of the report, though, 
deals with significant changes 
anticipated on Guam during and 
after the buildup. They include 
increased noise on the northern 
part of the island, traffic snarls 
during road construction, loss

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of habitat for threatened and en- 
dangered species, and significant 
changes to the coral reef ecosys- 
tem in Outer Apra Harbor, ac- 
cording to the report’s executive 
summary. 

Overall, the buildup would 
bring about 34,000 new people 
to Guam permanently. About 
a quarter of the 1,800 new ci- 
vilian Department of Defense 
jobs would be hired from island 
residents. 

The military would expand and 
use much of Guam’s utility infra- 
structure for power, sewage and 
trash. Under one proposal, the 
Navy would drill 22 new wells on 
Andersen Air Force Base while 
connecting with the Guam Water 
Authority’s system, the report 
says. 

When it comes to land use, 
the military would use much of 
its existing land at the northern 
tip of the island. Yet it’s clear, as 
military officials have said previ- 
ously, that the current footprint is 
not enough for current plans, the 
report states. 


Under a preferred option, the 
military would buy or lease pri- 
vate and public land near exist- 
ing bases, including area now 
used as a racing track, reserved 
for development for new housing 
and existing homes, according to 
Sen. Judith Guthertz, who chairs 
Guam?’s legislative committee that 
oversees the military expansion. 

“Land is a very emotional issue 
here, especially because of our 
experiences during and after 
World War II,” Guthertz said Sat- 
urday during a phone interview. 
Then, she said, “a lot was taken 
by the Navy and was not always 
under the best and fair terms for 
the indigenous people.” 

Now some of the land the Navy 
wants — including land reserved 
for development by the local 
Chamorro people — is controlled 
by Guam, which is a U.S. terri- 
tory without a vote in Congress. 
A local law passed last year will 
require approval from Guam’s 
legislature before the military 
can buy or lease any locally con- 
trolled parcels. 

But Guthertz said she and other 
local leaders anticipated those re- 
quests. Understanding what else 
might be in the massive report is 
the next step. 


On Saturday, government offi- 
cials in Guam were beginning to 
go through the details. Guthertz 
said her office spread the thou- 
sands of pages out in a room and 
assigned staff to study certain sec- 
tions. Guam Gov. Felix Camacho 
parceled the report out to agency 
heads to comb through the tech- 
nical language of the statement, 
which many call the EIS. 

“We’ve only had it barely a day,” 
said Shawn Gumataotao, deputy 
chief of staff for the governor. 
“All of our regulatory agencies 
will spend a lot of time with our 
people looking at the EIS. We’re 
also encouraging the public to do 
the same.” 

The Navy put the report out a 
day early, on Friday. An electron- 
ic version can be viewed online, 
and hard copies are available at 
local libraries and some mayors’ 
offices. A reading room was set 
up in the Agana Shopping Center 
in Hagatna. 

Until Feb. 17, anyone can com- 
ment on the proposed options in 
the report, either online or by 
mail. The Navy will hold six pub- 
lic hearings on Guam, Saipan and 
Tinian from Jan. 7 to Jan. 15.

Mumbai attacks

ROME ~— Italian police on Sat- 
urday arrested a Pakistani father 
and son accused of helping fund 
and providing logistical support 
for last year’s terrorist attacks in 
Mumbai, India, authorities said. 

The two were arrested in an 
early morning raid in Brescia, 
where they managed a money 
transfer agency, police in the 
northern Italian city said. 

The day before the attacks 
began on Nov. 26 they allegedly 
sent money using a stolen iden- 
tity to a U.S. company to activate 
Internet phone accounts used by 
the attackers and their handlers, 
said Stefano Fonsi, the head of 
anti-terror police in Brescia. 

The transfer was just $229 but 
gave the attackers five lines over 
the Internet which are difficult 
to trace and allowed militants 


to keep in touch even during the 
rampage, Fonsi said. 

Italian police began the probe 
in December after being alerted 
by the FBI and Indian police 
about the transfer, Fonsi said. 

Ten militants, allegedly from 
Pakistan, killed 166 people in a 
three-day assault on luxury ho- 
tels, a Jewish center and other 
sites in India’s financial capital. 

The funds were transferred 
under the identity of another Pak- 
istani man who had never been to 
Italy and was not involved in the 
attacks, Fonsi said. 

The two suspects in Brescia, 
identified as Mohammad Yaqub 
Janjua, 60, and Aamer Yaqub 
Janjua, 31, are accused of aiding 
and abetting terrorism as well as 
illegal financial activity. Their 
agency, which operated on the 
Western Union money transfer 
network, was seized by police. 


Mine blast kills 42 in 
China, traps dozens

HARBIN, China — Rescuers 
working in frigid cold and dark- 
ness tried to reach 66 people be- 
lieved trapped a third of a mile 
underground after a huge gas ex- 
plosion Saturday ripped through 
a coal mine in northern China, 
killing at least 42 people. 

The pre-dawn blast at the 
state-run Xinxing mine in Hel- 
longjiang province near the bor- 
der with Russia is the latest to hit 
China’s deadly mining industry. 
Authorities say parlous safety is 
improving, but hundreds still die 
in major accidents each year. 

Television footage showed 
smoke billowing out of the mine 
after the explosion went off, 
caused by a gas buildup. It caused 
a building to collapse nearby. 

Some 528 miners were under- 
ground at the time. The State Ad- 
ministration of Work Safety said 
389 of them managed to escape. 

Of the rest, 31 miners were 
rescued, including six in serious 
condition in the hospital, China 
Central Television reported. 
Forty-two bodies were recovered 
and rescuers were searching for 
66 others still believed trapped. 

CCTV displayed a diagram 
showing the miners. trapped 
about a third of a mile under- 
ground. Rescuers in orange suits 
and with breathing equipment 
were attempting to enter the mine 
through another entrance.

The massive blast cut power in 
the mine, as well as ventilation 
and communication links, ham- 
pering the efforts of the more 
than 300 rescue workers. 

Vice Premier Zhang Dejiang 
visited some of miners recovering 
in hospital Saturday afternoon. 

The official Xinhua News 
Agency quoted Wang Xingang, 
one of those rescued, recounting 
how the blast inside the mine had 
briefly knocked him out. 

“When I regained conscious- 
ness, I groped my way out in the 
dark and called for help,” said the 
27-year-old electrician.

Atom smasher restarts with a bang

GENEVA — Scientists moved 
Saturday to prepare the world’s 
largest atom smasher for explor- 
ing the depths of matter after 
successfully restarting the $10 
billion machine following more 
than a year of repairs. 

The nuclear physicists work- 
ing on the Large Hadron Collider 
were surprised that they could 
so quickly get beams of protons 
whizzing near the speed of light 
during the restart late Friday, 
said James Gillies, spokesman 
for the European Organization 
for Nuclear Research. 


The machine was heavily dam- 
aged by a simple electrical fault 
in September last year. 

Some scientists had gone home 
early Friday and had to be called 
back as the project jumped ahead, 
Gillies said. 

The European Organization 
for Nuclear Research has taken 
the restart of the collider step by 
step to avoid further setbacks as 
it moves toward new scientific ex- 
periments — probably starting in 
January — regarding the makeup 
of matter and the universe. 

CERN, as it is known, had 
hoped by 7 a.m. Saturday to get 
the beams to travel the 17-mile 


circular tunnel under the Swiss- 
French border, but things went 
so well Friday they achieved the 
operation seven hours earlier. 

Praise from scientists around 
the world was quick. 

“First beam through the 
Atlas!” whooped an e-mail from 
Adam Yurkewicz, an American 
scientist working on the massive 
Atlas detector on the machine. 

“T congratulate the scientists 
and engineers that have worked 
to get the LHC back up and run- 
ning,” said Dennis Kovar of the 
U.S. Department of Energy, 
which participates in the collider 
project. 


Palestinians to set new date for elections

RAMALLAH, West Bank — 
Palestinian officials announced 
Friday that a new date for par- 
liamentary and presidential elec- 
tions will be set next month now 
that President Mahmoud Abbas 
has agreed to postpone the Janu- 
ary vote, though the Gaza Strip’s 
Hamas rulers maintain they will 
boycott the voting. 

The elections were supposed 
to be a central component of an 
Egyptian-mediated effort to rec- 
oncile Abbas and his rivals in the 
Islamic militant group Hamas. 

Months of talks, however, have 
failed to produce a deal, and 
Abbas had decided to move ahead 
with elections anyway, angering 
Hamas. 

The militant group has con- 
trolled the Gaza Strip since seiz- 
ing power from forces loyal to 
Abbas in June 2007. 

The Palestinian Election Com- 
mission said last week that the 
Jan. 24 voting should be put off, 
saying that Hamas’ opposition 
made it impossible for voting to 
take place in Gaza. 

Abbas said in an interview on 
Thursday that he has agreed to 





that recommendation. 

He said he still hopes to rec- 
oncile with Hamas so voting can 
go forward in Gaza as well as the 
West Bank 
and Arab 
areas of Je- 
rusalem. 
The  Elec- 
tion Com- 
3 mission said 
Friday it 
would meet 
in Decem- 
ber to set a 
new date. 

Abbas 
said in the 
Thursday 
interview 
that he was standing by his deci- 
sion not to seek another term as 
president. He announced at the 
beginning of the month that he 
planned to leave politics because 
he was frustrated over the 10- 
month stalemate in Israel-Pales- 
tinian peace efforts. 

His departure would throw 
peace efforts into turmoil, partic- 
ularly if a Hamas candidate were 
to be elected president. Both Isra- 
el and the United States consider 
the group a terrorist organization 


and refuse to have any dealings 
with its politicians. 

“The decision not to run myself 
for elections is a final decision,” 
Abbas said. “The issue doesn’t 
depend on changing the circum- 
stances that led me not to run for 
the upcoming elections, even if 
the circumstances changed or al- 
tered completely. As for me, I took 
my decision, I’m not running.”

on nuclear sites

TEHRAN, Iran — Iran will 
begin large-scale air defense war 
games Sunday aimed at protect- 
ing its nuclear facilities from 
possible attack, a senior military 
commander said Saturday, re- 
flecting the country’s concern 
that Israel could make good on 
threats to strike militarily. 

The five-day drill will involve 
Iran’s elite Revolutionary Guard 
and the regular army and will 
cover 230,000 square miles 
of central, western and south- 
ern Iran, air force Gen. Ahmad 
Mighani said. 

As Iran has pressed forward 
with its nuclear program, Israel 
has repeatedly threatened mili- 
tary action to prevent Tehran 
from obtaining nuclear weapons. 
The U.S. also has not ruled out 
military action should diplomacy 
fail to resolve the dispute over 
Iran’s nuclear activities. 

Washington and its European 
allies suspect Iran aims to use a 
civilian nuclear program as cover 


to produce weapons, and Iran has 
effectively rejected a new U.N. 
proposal aimed at easing those 
concerns. Tehran denies any in- 
tention to make nuclear weapons 
and says it only wants to generate 
power. 

The defense drill will involve 
an attack by airplanes represent- 
ing a hypothetical enemy. 

“Reconnaissance enemy planes 
will violate our airspace and try 
to disrupt electronic and radar 
systems, identify sensitive facili- 
ties, take photos and ... attack air 
defense sites,” Mighani said, ac- 
cording to a state TV report. “And 
our air defense system will con- 
front the intruding planes.” 

A planned key component of 
Iran’s air defenses, an anti-air- 
craft missile system from Russia, 
has yet to be delivered. 

Mighani criticized Russia, say- 
ing the delay in the S-300 mis- 
siles was apparently the result of 
Israeli pressure, not technical is- 
sues, as Moscow claims. 

Mighani said the missiles were 
supposed to have been delivered 
several months ago. 


Argentina says ‘dirty war’ 
orphans must provide DNA

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
— Valuing truth over the right 
to privacy, Argentina’s Congress 
has authorized the forced extrac- 
tion of DNA from people who may 
have been born to political pris- 
oners slain a quarter-century ago 
— even when they don’t want to 
know their birth parents. 

Human rights activists hope 
the new law will help find about 
400 people stolen as babies, many 
from women who were kidnapped 
and gave birth inside clandestine 
torture centers during the 1976- 
83 dictatorship. Thousands of 
leftists disappeared in what be- 
came known as the “dirty war” 
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against political dissent. 

Others see the new law as un- 
acceptable government intru- 
sion, legalizing the violation of a 
person’s very identity. As writ- 
ten, it could have much broader 
implications, enabling DNA to be 
sought from anyone whenever a 
judge determines the evidence to 
be “absolutely necessary.” 

Children of the “disappeared” 
were often given to military or 
police families considered loyal 
to the military government. 

The project of the Grandmoth- 
ers of the Plaza de Mayo was 
approved by a 58-1 vote of the 
Senate on Wednesday.

rebels, which ended in May. 

The ethnic minority Tamils 
are being held against their will. 
More than half were released in 
recent months amid pressure 
from rights groups and foreign 
governments. Authorities say 
nearly 136,000 people remain 
detained in the camps, which are 
guarded by soldiers and strung 
with barbed wire. 

Basil Rajapaksa, a senior ad- 
viser to his brother, President 
Mahinda Rajapaksa, said Satur- 
day the refugees will be free to 


return to their villages after Dec. 
1 and the camps will be closed by 
Jan. 31. 

The announcement came two 
days after the U.N. humanitar- 
ian chief, John Holmes, pressed 
Sri Lanka to allow the war refu- 
gees to leave. Sri Lanka pledged 
in September to the U.N. that all 
civilians would be sent home by 
the end of January. 

Rights groups say the detention 
is an illegal form of collective pun- 
ishment for the ethnic group. Ac- 
cess to the camps is restricted. 


Life in prison requested for 
U.S. student in Italy killing

PERUGIA, Italy — Prosecu- 
tors on Saturday requested life in 
prison for an American student 
and her ex-boyfriend accused 
in the fatal stabbing of her Brit- 
ish roommate during a drug-fu- 
eled sex game — charges the 
U.S. woman dismissed as “pure 
fantasy.” 

In their closing arguments, the 
prosecutors said Amanda Knox 
and Italian Raffaele Sollecito 
should be convicted on charges 
of murder and sexual violence 
for the 2007 slaying of Meredith 
Kercher. 

They deny wrongdoing. 

Knox, who is from Seattle, took 


a deep breath when Prosecutor 
Giuliano Mignini requested life 
imprisonment — Italy’s stiffest 
punishment. She then addressed 
the court, saying that the accu- 
sations against her were “pure 
fantasy.” 

“Meredith was my friend; I 
didn’t hate her,” she said in Ital- 
ian, fighting back tears. 

The Briton’s body, her throat 
slit, was found in a pool of blood 
on Nov. 2, 2007, in the apartment 
she shared with Knox in the cen- 
tral Italian town of Perugia. 

Knox, 22, and Sollecito, 25, 
have been jailed for more than 
two years since being arrested 
shortly after the slaying. 
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Couple plead guilty in 30-year Cuba spy plot

WASHINGTON — A retired

RALEIGH, N.C. — If you’re a 
state trooper, losing your hat can 
get you in trouble. 

Lying about how you lost your 
hat, however, can get you fired. 

Thomas C. Wetherington, 22, 
says he was treated unfairly 
when the N.C. Highway Patrol 
dismissed him in August over a 
lost hat. 

“Look, we’ve got guys having 
sex in patrol cars just about every 
day,” said Wetherington, a troop- 
er since 2007. “Why did I get dis- 
missed when other guys get slaps 
on the wrist?” 

Capt. Everett Clendenin, the 
patrol’s spokesman, declined to 
comment on the case Wednesday, 
citing pending legal action from 
the fired trooper. 

Wetherington said that on a 
night in March he pulled over 
a vehicle towing a large boat on 
U.S. 70 in Craven County. While 
seizing open containers of alcohol 
and two loaded pistols from the 
vehicle’s occupants, the trooper 
said, he set his hat on top of his 
patrol car. He said he heard it 
blow off during a strong gust. 

The only trace he found was 
the flattened cord with two gold- 
en “acorns” that had adorned the 
top of the hat’s brim. 
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Wetherington filed a written 
report stating his hat “was struck 
and was blown or dragged to an 
unknown location.” 

About two weeks later, the 
same driver whom Wethering- 
ton was ticketing when he lost his 
hat got stopped again by another 
state trooper. The driver had the 
hat, which he had retrieved from 
the dark road after Wetherington 
had left the scene. 

The hat was then passed on to 
Wetherington’s boss, according 
to a written report about the inci- 
dent from the Highway Patrol. 

“After receiving the hat, Ser- 
geant Oglesby observed that it 
was in good condition and did 
not appear to have been run over 
as he had been told by Trooper 
Wetherington,” the report said. 

The report says after the ser- 
geant questioned Wetherington, 
he admitted he had not been 
truthful in his initial report. 

Citing a solid work record, the 
Employee Advisory Commit- 
tee of the Department of Crime 
Control and Public Safety also 
reviewed the case and ruled Sept. 
1 that Wetherington should be re- 
instated and that the conduct of 
a supervisor who pushed for the 
dismissal be reviewed. 

So far, the patrol has refused to 
give Wetherington his job back.

Job hunters, here’s insight into what em- 
ployers hate about your applications. 

Ann Mann, who advises people in job- 
transition programs at Lee Hecht Harri- 
son in Overland Park, Kan., collected pet 
peeves from a “recruiters’ roundtable.” 

The hirers’ biggest gripes: 

m Applicants who apply to apply for sev- 
eral positions at the same company at the 
same time. 

“Tt’s an employers’ market. They can be 
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very particular about finding the best fit 
for each job,” Mann explains. “If you apply 
to several different jobs at once, you look 
desperate and not discriminating.” 

m Resumes that go longer than two 
pages or are hard to read. 

“Use a clear type font. Don’t use colored 
paper. Don’t include a picture. Use bold 
face to make important things stand out, 
and organize it logically,” she suggests. 

m@ Jargon, abbreviations or titles that 
don’t mean anything to outside eyes. 

“Don’t say you were a PM3 at Sprint,” 
she warns. “Don’t even say you were a 


project manager. That’s overused. What 
kind of project did you manage? Tell me 
your talent, your accomplishments.” 

™@ Misspellings and bad grammar. 

“Quickest way to the ‘out’ pile there is,” 
she stresses. 

™@ Generic, confusing or inappropri- 
ate summary statement at the top of your 
resume. 

“You need to tailor it to the specific job 
and briefly, strongly state what you can 
bring to the job,” she advises. 

™@ Inappropriate e-mail addresses or 
phone greetings.

“Between Yahoo, Hotmail and Gmail, 
you ought to be able to create an e-mail ad- 
dress out of some form of yourname,” Mann 
counsels. “Look and sound businesslike.” 

m@ Stalkers. 

“Be tenacious, but don’t stalk. Don’t call 
more than once a day. We recommend 
every seven to 10 days, alternating between 
e-mail and phone messages. Keep it short, 
a positive statement about your continued 
interest in the job. 

“And remember that your sense of ur- 
gency and the hirer’s are two completely 
separate things.”

ATLANTA — Another fee is 
coming in the new year for airline 
and hotel customers — this time 
from your credit card company. 

The message: Pay your bill on 
time or forfeit the miles or points 
you thought you earned for mak- 
ing purchases on your card dur- 
ing that month. 

To get the rewards back, it’s 
going to cost you. 

American Express Co. is send- 
ing notices to customers who hold 
its cobranded cards with Delta 
Air Lines, JetBlue, Hilton Hotels 
and Starwood Hotels, that begin- 
ning in January rewards won’t be 
transferred to loyalty accounts 
with those partners if you are late 
paying your bill. 

You'll be hit with a $29 rein- 
statement fee if you want the re-

f you’re engrossed in the Internet gossip that has 

come to define the celebrity world, John Mayer’s 

latest CD, “Battle Studies,” could provide enough 

fodder to fill at least a dozen Perez Hilton blog posts 
or at least one story in Us Weekly. 

The single “Heartbreak Warfare” already has some 
speculating on its subject with lyrics like: “If you want 
more love, why don’t you say so? ... Bombs are falling 
everywhere, heartbreak warfare.” 

Hmmm ... could that be a message to a certain famous 
“friend” who he’s been linked with on and off for the 
past two years? A look into the much-dissected love life 
of one of music’s hottest hunks? 

Mention this to Mayer himself, and you’ll get a serious 
eye-roll, followed up with an “Are you kidding me?” look. 

“TI know some people think that, but it doesn’t,” a 
slightly exasperated Mayer said during a break in re- 
hearsals for two upcoming concerts. 

“That would mean that my personal life is more 
powerful than the music itself, and it’s just not. No one’s 
personal life is more powerful than music itself, and it’s 
just not. 

“By the way, I’m not the first person to process a per- 
sonal life into putting out a record,” he added. “I think if 
there’s any intrigue — obviously it would be silly of me 
to ask somebody not to be intrigued — but I think when 
the music starts playing, you’re not thinking about my 
life, you’re thinking about yours.” 

Mayer has rarely shied away from attention. He 
provides must-read updates to his more than 2.6 million 
followers on Twitter, engaged in a high-profile romance 
with Jennifer Aniston (which followed the high-pro- 
file romance with Jessica Simpson, which followed 
a romance with yet another startlet), has written for 
blogs and magazines and is known as one of the wittiest, 
media-savvy entertainers around. 

But he is weary of those who would rather put the 
focus on John Mayer, the celebrity, and not John Mayer, 
the critically acclaimed, multiplatinum singer-song- 
writer-guitarist once heralded by Rolling Stone as one of 
rock’s new “guitar gods.” 

“T’ve never liked the idea of somebody co-opting who I 
am, and I don’t think anybody does,” Mayer said, sitting 


in a small room as guitars 
wail in the background. 

It’s been nearly a decade 
since John Mayer burst 
onto the music scene as 
the boyish-looking, un- 
commonly gifted musician 
on “Room for Squares,” 
with hits like “Your Body Is a Wonderland.” Over the 
years, he’s worked with everyone from B.B. King to 
Buddy Guy, won seven Grammys and created signature 
hits like “Daughters” and “Gravity.” Billed as the “next 
James Taylor,” he quickly created a musical identity of 
his own. 

“Battle Studies” — his fourth studio album — is what 
he describes as perhaps his most lyrically complex, and 
yet at the same time, his most straightforward. Now a 
veteran musician and producer, he has more confidence 
and experience when making a record. 

“T don’t see it as a series of winning bets,” he said. “I 
see it as something I do for a living.” 

The album finds Mayer at his most emotionally vul-

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nerable, with songs titles like “Half of My Heart” (which 
features Taylor Swift) and “Perfectly Lonely.” Mayer 
described it as the “loose-ends phase of my life.” 
“T have all the big pieces figured out ... I know what I 
want to do for my life, I know who my friends are, I 
know how to behave, I know what burns when 
I touch it because it’s too hot,” he said. “It’s 
about tidying up those last few things so 
we can really get to the point in life so 
the struggle isn’t the main event.” 
But Mayer’s romantic struggles have 
become the main focus in the tabloid 
world — and he’s rarely painted as 
the wounded party — most notably 
his relationship with Aniston, which 
reached its media apex when he 
escorted her to the Oscars earlier 
this year (and perhaps its low when 
he was quoted as confirming their 
then-breakup to paparazzi last year). 
Mayer has dated other celebrities 
in the past, but the Aniston romance 
put him into tabloid overdrive. He 
was at best defined as a Lothario, 
at worst a cad. But what has been 
potentially more damaging is that in 
some circles, it has overshadowed 
his musicianship. 
“You know what I really like? I 
like when people say to me, ‘Gee, I 
didn’t know he could play like that,’”’ 
said drummer Steve Jordan, the 
album’s co-producer who has worked 
with Mayer for at least five years 
on various projects. “(People) see a 
People magazine or a Us (Weekly) 
magazine and they think that’s what 
it’s all about.” 
That infuriates Mayer to no end. 
“By the way, I didn’t really kill any- 
body,” he said. “I didn’t smash a car, 
I didn’t commit a crime... I don’t like 
the idea that there’s an indictment on 
anything that I do.” 

“The idea that there has been a sul- 
lying of my image ... I’m not going to be

buried with an Us Weekly. I don’t give a 
(expletive) about it anymore. I can’t worry 
about it, and I don’t worry about it. And I 
don’t think people want me to worry about 
it.” 

Mayer admitted that perhaps a month 
ago, before he started promoting his 
album, he might have started to worry 
about all the tabloid chatter. But then 
he went to Australia and found him- 
self playing before thousands of fans 
who didn’t care about who he was dat- 
ing, or his latest Twitter post — just 
about his music. 

And he knew that Mayer, the musi- 
cian, would be fine. 

“T’ve never played in front of a 
roomful of people who are chatter- 
ing,” he said. “I’ve played in front of 
a roomful of people who are singing 
along to every word. ... That’s a lot 
louder than chatter.”

More insurers acknowledge alternative medicine, but patients must pay

After years of being lobbied for 
more choice, insurers and employ- 
ers increasingly are covering alter- 
native medical therapies. There are 
even alternative “HMOs” — net- 
works of nontraditional providers 
that sell services to big employers 
and individuals. 

Some alternative medicine fans 
are pushing to require or expand 
coverage as part of health care re- 
form. But it can lead more people to 
use remedies they may not realize 
are of unproven value, which in turn 
can mean the people who use those 
treatments will pay for them, rather 
than have their insurer pay for prov- 
en remedies. 

Insurers cover only anarrow range 
of alternative services for specific 
conditions where there is evidence of 
value, such as chiropractors for some 
types of back pain. But those servic- 
es are marketed for many other uses 
that lack such proof, such as chiro- 
practic treatments for asthma or ear 
infections and acupuncture for high 
blood pressure or insomnia. 


Most insurers do not pay for 
herbal and dietary supplements be- 
cause they are of unproven safety 
and worth. Yet some insurers, such 
as Aetna, let sellers advertise sup- 
plements to members, which can 
imply a benefit and coverage. Kaiser 
Permanente’s HMO carries many 
supplements in its pharmacies and 
allows its network doctors to “pre- 
scribe” ones that it then sells to 
members, who pay the full cost. 

Every person who chooses St. 
John’s wort instead of Prozac for 
depression, red yeast rice instead of 
Lipitor to lower cholesterol, or an un- 
proven therapy instead of a visit to a 
medical doctor pays out of pocket. 

Those companies say they are of- 
fering the choice consumers demand 
and a safer way to get supplements 
that people already are buying from 
sources of dubious quality. 

“We’re not suggesting you buy 
this. But if you buy this, here is a 
place to get it safely,” said R. Doug- 
las Metz, a chiropractor who is chief 
health services officer of American 
Specialty Health, of San Diego. It’s 
the largest of about half a dozen 





firms that provide complementary 
and alternative medicine services 
to insurers, employers and individu- 
als. Like an HMO, it has 15,000 chi- 
ropractors, 6,000 acupuncturists, 
6,000 massage therapists and oth- 
ers in its network. About 13 million 
Americans are covered or eligible to 
use its services. 

Aetna became one of its custom- 
ers two years ago. A recent Aetna 
newsletter told members they could 
get at least a 15 percent discount and 
free shipping on more than 2,400 
health and wellness products offered 
through American Specialty, includ- 
ing vitamin and herbal supplements, 
aromatherapy products and homeo- 
pathic remedies. 

“We have members who come to 
us and ask us for these services,” 
said Robin Downey, head of product 
development for Aetna. “When we 
can get a discount for them, that’s 
something we are able to pass on.” 

The discount program is “an of- 
fering,’ not a recommendation to 
use a product, said Dr. Robert Mc- 
Donough, who develops clinical poli- 
cies for Aetna.

You’re out at a bar and you 
see that girl in the Pixies T- 
shirt, hyping your favorite band. 
You’re dying to talk to her, but 
you hesitate, worried that she’ll 
think you’re a jerk. 

Clinical psychologists study 
that kind of social anxiety all 
the time, said psychologist Todd 
Kashdan. But, as Kashdan sees it, 
they hadn’t paid much attention 
to the flip side, the magnet pull 


makes the other 
guy plunge right ahead to strike 
up a conversation: curiosity. 
Kashdan, 35, a professor at 
George Mason University in 
Fairfax, Va., has written a book, 
“Curious?” arguing that it’s one 
of the keys to a happy, fulfilling 
life. The book is backed by re- 
search, making a case for curi- 
osity and suggesting techniques 
for overcoming the anxiety that 
holds people back. 
Kashdan has thrust himself 
into the pool of positive psychol- 
ogy, the study of the emotions, 


values, social factors and other 
concepts that help people flour- 
ish rather than merely exist — a 
field that is dismissed by some 
researchers as fluff, with insuf- 
ficient rigor to its research. 

“There’s a good portion of 
clinical psychologists that don’t 
see much merit in positive psy- 
chology,” said Patrick McKnight, 
one of Kashdan’s colleagues at 
Mason. “I would say most people 
are skeptical of it and a small mi- 
nority just think it’s the greatest 
thing since sliced bread.” 

Kashdan said he’s not so 
much positive psychologist as 
provocateur. 


If people train themselves to 
be more attentive to the details, 
rather than drifting along on au- 
topilot, they’ll find that “there’s 
beauty and intrigue around us 
everywhere — as long as we’re 
open to what’s around us,” Kash- 
dan said, adding that he thinks 
people can spark their curios- 
ity to stay engaged in family 
life by learning from the way a 
small child can be transfixed 
by a sponge, say, or play happily 
with a stick for an hour. A child’s 
sense of wonder and delight over 
the ordinary is instructive, he 
said. 

McKnight pointed out that 


there are downsides to curios- 
ity, too. Some of their colleagues 
treat patients who are unable to 
finish projects because they’re 
so easily distracted. 

Kashdan touches on some of 
that in the book, noting the pa- 
thology of excessive curiosity: 
stalkers and flashers and people 
with morbid interests that domi- 
nate their thoughts. 

But Kashdan said what he likes 
about the curiosity theory is how 
simple it is: In the end, people 
need to have a sense of purpose 
in their life, he said, and curios- 
ity helps them define what that is 
and keep it fresh.

Things are looking up for military mem- 
bers and their families assigned to South 
Korea. U.S. Forces Korea has announced 
a goal of having half of its 28,500 members 
serving three-year, command-sponsored 
tours accompanied by their families. 

For decades, most lower-ranking ser- 
vicemembers assigned to South Korea have 
been there on one-year, unaccompanied 
hardship tours. Many spouses of these mil- 
itary members have, at their own expense, 
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ventured to South Korea to be with their 
husbands or wives. The military classifies 
these spouses as noncommand-sponsored 
who were, in the past, denied access to 
many facilities on post. In 1976, and again 
in 1980, my wife, Kathy, accompanied me 
as a noncommand-sponsored spouse to 
South Korea, where we lived in dilapidated 
shacks in villages near my post. 

We were not allowed to have a motor 
vehicle and I vividly recall a bitterly cold 
December day in 1976 when we trekked 
several miles to the post exchange to 
Christmas shop. Because Kathy could not 
enter that facility, I brought potential gifts 
to the window to show to her. Standing out- 
side, shivering in the frigid weather, she 
gave either a thumbs up or down for each 
gift. 

My wife, like many other spouses of 
American servicemembers, didn’t have to 
leave her loved ones and the comforts of 
stateside living to live under harsh condi- 
tions. But because she did, we both appre- 
ciate much more the American way of life 
we now enjoy. 

Today, tens of thousands of military 
spouses are serving either alongside their 
loved ones at locations around the world or 
are back home supporting them. The sac- 
rifices these unsung heroes make are wor- 
thy of our utmost gratitude. None of them 
should ever again be left out in the cold.

Conversations, not lectures, in China

hina: bigger, bolder, richer. Such is 

the reality that shaped President 

Barack Obama’s trip to Beijing 
and his talks with Chinese President Hu 
Jintao. 

The two youthful leaders represent a 
generational change at the highest levels 
of their governments, and a contemporary 
sensibility about their relative economic 
influence and regional presence. 

Capitalist China casts a much larger 
shadow in the world than communist 
China. The country’s wealth, power and 
self-confidence change the two leaders’ 
conversations about their respective econ- 
omies, national security, climate change 
and human rights. 

“T do not believe one country’s success 
must come at the expense of another,”

Obama said at a news conference. Given 
the amount of Chinese lending that props 
up the U.S. budget, the low-cost goods that 
fuel American consumer spending, and an 
epic trade imbalance with China, the quote 
has all sorts of ironic interpretations. 

Obama and Hu had two and a half hours 
of intensive private conversations, accord- 
ing to news accounts. These are the kinds 
of sessions that allow each leader to take 
measure of the other. Healthy contacts in 
advance of future, unpredictable emergen- 
cies over, say, North Korea or Iran. 

However the diplomats might define 
such a working relationship, the two coun- 
tries need each other. The United States 
lacks the capacity to unilaterally dictate 
events. China’s rising influence and power 
are part of a productive and desirable 
partnership. 

China is changing in ways that defy old 
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and new stereotypes, from Mao’s smiling 
countenance to Shanghai shopping malls. 
Sixty percent of the country is still rural. 
The urban-rural income gap is huge, 
though change is under way. 

Scholars, such as those at The National 
Bureau of Asian Research in Seattle, have 
looked at the influence of rural develop- 
ment on land rights and the growth of the 
rule of law. Core values and expectations 
are changing. 

Obama poked and nudged his host on 
Taiwan, Tibet, human rights and Internet 
freedom and censorship, but the public fin- 
ger wag was missing. This is the behavior 
of two ideological and economic rivals that 
expect to meet and talk again. 

The imagined ability of the U.S. to dic- 
tate and issue orders is a relic of rising 
global capacity, not just in China.

Innocence initiative for

COLUMBUS — Ohio’s 

top public defender is 
taking on a rare challenge: accept- 
ing cases of convicted criminals 
who say they’re innocent but don’t 
have the DNA to prove it. 

The Ohio Public Defender’s 
Wrongful Conviction Project is 
one of just a handful of innocence 
groups nationally devoted full time 
to non-DNA cases. 

The project will review claims 
of inmates who say they didn’t do 
it and who were convicted on such 
evidence as bite marks, alleged 
arson and eyewitness testimony. 


Drug-testing kits offered 
for parents by sheriff 


RIVERHEAD — A New 

York sheriff is using 
money seized from drug dealers to 
buy drug-testing kits that he will 
distribute free to parents. 

Suffolk County Sheriff Vincent 
DeMarco said he is providing the 
free drug test kits to help par- 
ents and guardians monitor their 
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children. 

The kits cost about $1 and test 
for six different drugs, from 
marijuana to opiates to cocaine. 
He said 16,000 will eventually be 
distributed. 

DeMarco said the test kits give 
parents a tool to engage in conver- 
sations with their children about 
drug use. 

The kits are available at the Suf- 
folk County jail, and plans are in 
the works to also distribute them 
at schools and at the offices of local 
elected officials. 


Obese man dies after 8 
months in home recliner 


& COLUMBIA — Authori- 

ties said a severely over- 
weight South Carolina man stayed 
in his recliner without moving for 
eight months until shortly before 
his death. 

Firefighters had to cut Tillmon 
Webb from the chair after his 
mother called paramedics be- 
cause he was in pain. Greenwood 
County deputies said the 33-year- 
old weighed about 800 pounds 
when he died. 

Webb’s wife, Ada, said he died 
of a heart attack. She said the 
former preacher injured his knee 
in March and then stayed in his 
power recliner at home 70 miles 
west of Columbia. She said she 
cleaned the chair daily. 

Webb’s wife said he didn’t want 
help because he was ready to go to 
heaven and see Jesus.

5 indicted in scam 
targeting 4 states

West Virginia has linked five 
more people to an international 
scam that allegedly tricked gov- 
ernment agencies in several states 
into paying at least $3.3 million to 
bogus companies with names that 
sounded like legitimate firms. 

The charges implicate Minne- 
sota residents Michael M. “Mikie” 
Ochenge, 33; Robert M. “Robe” 
Otiso, 36; Paramena J. “Joseph” 
Shikanda, 35; Albert E. Gunga, 30; 
and Collins A. Masese, 20. 

All were born in Kenya and live 
in or near Minneapolis, prosecu- 
tors said. All but Masese were in 
custody and scheduled to appear 
before a U.S. magistrate judge in 
Minneapolis. 

They managed to scam $1.2 mil- 
lion from Massachusetts, $919,000 
from West Virginia, $869,000 from 
Kansas and $301,000 from Ohio, 
the indictment says. The money 
had been intended for either De- 
loitte Consulting or Accenture 
Corp.

LONDON — The ATP Tour will not re- 
open a doping case against Andre Agassi 
even though he admitted to lying about 
using crystal meth in 1997. 

Agassi disclosed in his recent autobiog- 
raphy that he failed a 1997 drug test, a re- 
sult he says was thrown out after he lied by 
claiming he unwittingly took crystal meth. 

ATP chairman Adam Helfant said Fri- 
day that there was no way to sanction the 
American retroactively because he has re- 
tired from tennis. 

“There has been a lot of speculation 
about whether the ATP would reopen the 
case, but we cannot do that because he’s no 
longer playing on the tour,” Helfant said. 
“T asked an outside law firm to go through 
the records from 1997 so I had all the facts. 
Andre Agassi has admitted he failed a 
drugs test in 1997 and regrettably he then 
lied about it. Even more regrettably he got 
away with it.”

CHICAGO — The Chicago White Sox 
are closing in on a contract agreement with 
free agent shortstop Omar Vizquel. 

The deal could be announced Mon- 
day, according to a person familiar with 
the negotiations who spoke on condition 
of anonymity because the team has not 
commented.

Death of Brees’ mother 
is ruled a suicide 


GRANBY, Colo. — The death of the 
mother of New Orleans Saints quarter- 
back Drew Brees was ruled a suicide. 

Mina Brees, 59, an attorney from 
Austin, Texas, died Aug. 7 while visit- 
ing Colorado. Grand County coroner 
Brenda Bock concluded this week that 
she died of a prescription drug overdose 
and ruled the death a suicide. 

Bock said Brees died while staying 
at the home of a friend in Granby near 
Rocky Mountain National Park. 

Relations between Drew Brees and 
his mother were strained at times and 
the quarterback asked her to stop using 
his picture in TV commercials touting 
her candidacy for a Texas appeals court 
seat in 2006.

Rice said. “Now I’m getting opportunities 
to make plays, and it’s opened the coaches’ 
eyes and they’re giving me more opportu- 
nities.

“The past couple of years, all the talk’s 
been about the receivers and how we 
weren’t able to produce and things like 
that: ‘We don’t have any receivers,” Rice 
said. “We just took it upon ourselves to do 
the extra work and get better as receivers 
and make this a more balanced team.” 

Favre wore a microphone last week 
while Rice was racking up all those yards 
against the Detroit Lions, providing plenty 
of praise on a highlight package posted 
on the team’s Web site. Favre is shown on 
the video reminding anyone next to him, 
including Rice at one point, how good he 
thinks this lanky guy with the long dread- 
locks is. 

“Run a go!” Favre told offensive coor- 
dinator Darrell Bevell as they looked at 
overhead photos of defensive alignments 
Detroit had used the last few plays. “They 
can’t cover Sidney! How do you want to 
cover him? Off? Bump? Who cares?” 

Later, Favre expressed the same senti- 
ment to coach Brad Childress. “Well, you’ve 
always told me that,” Childress replied. 

“Right. Now you’re starting to believe 
me,” Favre fired back. 

The Vikings (8-1) have six players with 
20 or more catches this season, but Rice 
has the most by far with 44. Favre’s skill at 
spreading the ball around and the control- 
based West Coast system he has played in 
for so long in Green Bay and now Minne- 
sota have limited the amount of favorite 
receivers he’s had over 19 seasons. Ster- 
ling Sharpe, Antonio Freeman and Donald 
Driver probably qualify, and Rice has at 
least obtained a one-year membership. 

Rice isn’t as fast as Randy Moss, but the 
success rate of Favre’s downfield flings to 
Rice has begun to remind Vikings fans of 
the way they used to sit up straight on the 
couch or leap out of their seats every time 
a deep ball went Moss’ way.

Tebow leads No. | Florida 
to 21st victory in a row

GAINESVILLE, Fla. — Top-ranked 
Florida moved another step closer to 
perfection with a 62-3 rout of Florida 
International. 

Tim Tebow accounted for three touch- 
downs and Brandon Spikes returned an 
interception for a score to extend the na- 
tion’s longest winning streak to 21 games 
Saturday. 

Florida improved to 11-0 for just the 
second time in school history and needs 
two victories — against Florida State and 
Alabama — to earn a shot at repeating as 
national champion. 

Florida scored touchdowns on eight of 10 
offensive possessions. The only scoreless 
drives came when Caleb Sturgis missed a 
52-yard field-goal attempt in the first quar- 
ter and when Florida ran out the clock in 
the final seconds. 

Spikes started the onslaught when he in- 
tercepted Paul McCall’s pass and returned 
it 41 yards for a touchdown, his fourth in- 
terception return for a score in the past 
two years. It came one play after Florida 
was called for a roughing-the-kicker pen- 
alty against Carlos Munera, who injured 
his left ankle. 


The defense didn’t let up, sacking McCall 
twice and holding the Golden Panthers to 
189 yards and 11 first downs. 

Tebow, hoping to solidify a spot as a 
Heisman Trophy finalist, had one of his 
best games of the season. It came against a 
defense that had allowed nearly 500 yards 
a game. 

Tebow completed 17 of 25 passes for 215 
yards and two touchdowns and ran seven 
times for 102 yards and a score. His rush- 
ing touchdown — a 55-yard scramble on 
third-and-2 — was the longest run of his 
career. 

It also was his 54th career touchdown, 
breaking the SEC record he shared with 
former LSU star Kevin Faulk. 

Tebow had a 27-yard TD pass to Chris 
Rainey early in the second quarter that 
made it 21-0, then added an 18-yarder to 
roommate Riley Cooper on the opening 
drive of the third. 

Rainey and Jeff Demps had rushing 
scores. Backup John Brantley had three 
TD passes, including a perfectly thrown 
31-yarder to Frankie Hammond Jr. on 
fourth-and-11 with 2:28 remaining. 

The Swamp started to empty early in the 
fourth, with Tebow standing on the sideline 
wearing a headset and many other starters 
done for the day. 
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No. 15 lowa 12, Minnesota O: At Iowa 
City, Iowa, freshman James Vandenberg 
threw for 117 yards as Iowa kept its hopes 
for a BCS bowl bid alive. 

The Hawkeyes (10-2, 6-2 Big Ten) 
reached double-digit victories for the first 
time since 2004, and won Floyd of Rose- 
dale — a bronze pig awarded to the winner 
of the border rivalry — for the eighth time 
in the past nine games. 

It was fitting thatthey awarded ahog after 
this one. Iowa and Minnesota combined for 
more punts (17) than points, and were only 
5 of 33 on third-down conversions. 

Iowa got field goals of 30 and 45 yards 
from Daniel Murray and a 1-yard TD run 
from Brandon Wegher. 

Its defense did the rest, stuffing the 
Golden Gophers on four successive plays 
from the 2-yard line early in the fourth 
quarter to blank Minnesota for the second 
season in a row. 

Adam Weber was 14 of 40 for 153 yards 
for the Gophers (6-6, 3-5), who scored just 
seven points in road games against Penn 
State, Ohio State and Iowa. 

No. 21 Miami 34, Duke 16: At Miami, 
Jacory Harris threw for 348 yards and two 
TDs, and Darryl Sharpton capped his final 
home game with a 73-yard interception 
return. 

Damien Berry’s 2-yard TD run early 
in the fourth quarter opened the flood- 
gates for Miami (8-3, 5-3 Atlantic Coast 
Conference). 

Leonard Hankerson had career bests of 
eight catches and 143 yards, including a 44- 
yard score, for the Hurricanes, who scored 
the final 24 points to keep hope alive for 
their first 10-victory season since 2003. 

Thaddeus Lewis finished 20 of 37 for 
303 yards for Duke (5-6, 3-4), taking over 
the school’s career lead in passing yardage 
with 9,678. 

Donovan Varner caught eight passes for 
a career-high 165 yards and a TD for the 
Blue Devils, who have lost 55 in a row away 
from home against ranked opponents, dat- 
ing to October 1971. 

No. 24 Houston 55, Memphis 14: 
At Houston, Case Keenum threw for 405 
yards and five TDs in just more than two 
quarters as Houston romped. 

Keenum set a school record for scoring 
passes with 94, surpassing David Klin- 
gler’s 91. 

He was replaced by backup Cotton 
Turner after an 18-yard pass to L.J. Cas- 
tile put Houston (9-2, 5-2 Conference USA) 
ahead 49-14 after its first drive in the third 
quarter. 

It was an easy day for a team trying to 
get back on track after last week’s surpris- 
ing loss to Central Florida, leaving the Cou- 
gars in second place in the West division. 

Memphis (2-9, 1-6) was led by Curtis 
Steele, who had 160 yards rushing and two 
TDs. 

The scoring didn’t stop after Keenum 
and most of the starters went to the bench. 
Turner completed his first eight passes 
and made it 55-14 on an 18-yard toss to 
Fendi Onobun with about 6 minutes left in 
the third quarter. 

The Cougars missed the extra point. 


Clemson wins first 
ACC Atlantic crown 


CLEMSON, S.C. — No. 18 Clemson 
clinched the ACC’s Atlantic Division and 
its first trip to the conference’s champion- 
ship game with Boston College’s 31-13 loss 
to North Carolina. 

The Tigers’ band was performing on the 
field about 20 minutes before kickoff for 
Clemson’s game with Virginia on Saturday 
when the Boston College game ended. 

The Eagles were the division’s only team 
with a chance to surpass Clemson and ad- 
vance to the ACC championship game.

LOGAN, Utah — Boise State 
isn’t making BCS plans just yet. 

While the sixth-ranked Bron- 
cos remained unbeaten with a 
52-21 rout of Utah State on Friday 
night, they still have two more 
games left — including against 
the only other team in the West- 
ern Athletic Conference that has 
a shot at the league title. 

The Broncos are back at home 
next week against Nevada, which 
was on a seven-game winning 
streak entering Saturday night’s 
game at New Mexico State. 

“We’ve got a big one coming 
up. That’s for sure,” said Kellen 
Moore, who passed for 233 yards 
and a touchdown against the 
Aggies. 

Moore had thrown for at least 
three touchdowns in six straight 
games, but on Friday his main 
role was just to hand off the ball 
and watch Doug Martin and Jer- 
emy Avery go. 

Martin ran for four touchdowns 
and Avery two, and both topped 
100 yards rushing to help the 
Broncos (11-0, 6-0) stay in BCS 
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St. in a blowout 
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Petersen said. “If our line will 
give them a chance to get on their 
side of the line of scrimmage, 
they can break tackles.” 

Being down two touchdowns at 
halftime would have been toler- 
able for the Aggies, but another 
defensive lapse late in the period 
allowed the Broncos to drive for 
a 1-yard touchdown run by Mar- 
tin with 5 seconds left in the half.

Boise State broke a 14-all tie 
with four touchdowns in the sec-

We 
just kept pounding and pounding 
and pounding,” said Martin, who 
had 13 carries for 121 yards.

Utah State fell to 1-51 against 
ranked teams, getting outgained 
in 572 yards to 363 in the latest 
loss. 

“They are very good and they 
did exactly what they have done 
in every game all year long,” Utah 
State coach Gary Andersen said. 
“T though they controlled the line 
of scrimmage on both sides of the 


football. When that happens, it 
puts you in a position where you 
have to take a lot of chances.” 

Diondre Borel was 18-for-30 
for 201 yards and kept the Aggies 
alive by avoiding several sacks 
with his speed, but the Bron- 
cos eventually started catching 
him and Utah State didn’t have 
enough other weapons to keep up 
after matching Boise State’s first 
two touchdowns. 

After Robert Turbin tied it at 
14 on a 24-yard run for the Aggies 
with 6:28 left in the second, the 
Broncos drove 73 yards in four 


plays to retake the lead for good. 
Titus Young made a diving grab 
with a defender all over him for 
a 56-yard catch at the 2, where 
Martin easily ran it in for a 21-14 
lead. 

Then Utah State fumbled a 
handoff and Ryan Winterswyk 
recovered at the 9 for the Bron- 
cos. Avery scored on first down, 
putting the Broncos up 28-14 with 
4:04 left in the quarter. 

Avery finished with 116 yards 
on 16 carries. 

“Those are good running 
backs,” Boise State coach Chris

“That was an experience, and I’m sure 
it will be the same way this year,” said 
Wannstedt, himself a former Pitt player. 
“T’ve got a few Pitt-West Virginia stories 


but I haven’t gotten into it yet. I don’t want 
to start too early, but after we come back 
we'll recount a few stories and refresh 
their memories.” 

Pitt (9-1, 5-0 Big East) plays at West Vir- 
ginia (7-3, 3-2) next Friday in a game that 
won’t affect the Panthers in the Big East 
race. However, a loss could shove them 
down in the AP poll and BCS rankings 
and lessen their chances for an upper-tier 
bowl.

That will be as big a game as Pitt has played 
since the January 1982 Sugar Bowl against 
Georgia, but the Panthers are aware of the 
dangers of focusing on that game too soon. 

Even if they beat Cincinnati, the Pan- 
thers’ best season since they were 11-1 in 
1981 will be tarnished more than a little 
should they lose beforehand to their big- 
gest rival. 

Defensive end Jabaal Sheard is certain 


the Panthers will be ready to play in Mor- 
gantown, if only because the series de- 
mands it. 

“It’s definitely a fun game to play,” 
Sheard said. “It’s a loud stadium. The fans 
hate you. They’re yelling at you. It’s really 
something down there. That really gets 
your emotions going and gets you ready to 
play.” 

The Panthers took advantage of their 
second week off in a month’s time follow- 
ing their 27-22 victory over Notre Dame 
to do more contact work than usual dur- 
ing a game week. There also was some 
blackboard work, though none specifi- 
cally designed for coach Bill Stewart’s 
Mountaineers. 

“T’ve said this all year long, we want to 
be playing our best football our last game,” 
Wannstedt said. “To do that, it’s impor- 
tant to practice hard every week and keep 
working on your skills and fundamentals. 

“The worst thing you can do in an emo- 
tional game like this is to start too early,” 
said Wannstedt, who gave the players Fri- 
day and Saturday off. “We just wanted to 
put in the physical work and mental work 
this week, and then we’ll start gearing to- 
ward West Virginia beginning Sunday.”
